a billion dollars a year, says American Forest Products In- 
dustries of Washington, D. C. This industry-supported or- 
ganization, which sponsor^ the national Keep America Green 
program, figures the nation's 
forest fire'loss this way: 


In^an average year the United 


States has 200,000 forest fires. 
Together.these burn an area al- 
most as large as the State of 
Indiana.
